The Pekin Government is 
Anxious to Atone. 


It Has Induced Russia Not to Tak 
Joint Action. 


Gladstone Said to be Preparing a 
Sensational Statemen 


The Grand Old Man is Utterly at Variance 
with the Foreign Policy of Lord 
Salisbury—What He 
Would Do.

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
Communications from the Pekin gov- 
ernment offering compensation to for- 
eigners who have suffered in the recent 
riots in China, with the strongest assur- 
ances-of future protection, are received. 
with distrust ie the foreign office here. 
Han Ching Chang, the Chinese ambas- 
ador to European courts, has recently 


ceeded in inducing the Russian govern- 
ment to withdraw from the joint action 
projected by the powers. He arrived 
in Berlin today with a view of trying 
his influence with Chancellor von Ca- 
privi, but it is certain he will not alter 
the determination of the German gov- 
ernment to co-operate with the Brit- 
ish in taking decisive measures. 

The Pekin note, as given to the 
‘papers, failed to indicate the character 
of the appeal made by Han Ching Chang 
to the European governments. He has 
urged that the imperial government 
was entirely honest in desiring to sup- 
press the disorders and in seeking time 
to deal with the anti-foreign movement, 
and that precipitate action on the part 
of the powers would defeat their object 
and bring China into anarchy. His 
communications distinctly suggest the 
probability of such a potent political 


| upheaval in China as might overthrow 
b 


the Manchu dynasty. The panicky feel- 
ing existing in Pekin is made known 
here by the urgent telegrams sent 
through the Chinese embassy, imploring 
Lord Salisbury .to.instruct Sir John 
‘Watsham, British- minister to China, to 
adopt a more friendly attitude. 
ister Walsifam advises the foreign 
office that persistent diplomatic 
pressure combined with a naval dem- 
onstration at certain treaty ports 
will bethe only effective: means to 
prevent these recurrent outrages. He 
complains that the promulgation of 
the Emperor’s edict against attacks 
on foreigners has been unnecessarily 
delayed. He asked the officials to use 
the telegraphy in publishing the edict, 
but the officials refused, saying there 
was no precedent for doing so and 
that the edict must be distributed by 
ordinary couriers. The minister also

Gladstone’s coming deliverance at the 
Liberal federation meeting is invested 
with further importance bo the author- 
ized announcement that he intends to 
review Lord Salisbury’s foreign policy, 
and declare what his own will beif he 
should again be placed in power. The 
federation proceedings are not likely to 
astonish the world with any startling 
variation from the cut-and-dried pro- 


rect, Gladstone will make the meeting 
memorable .-by a statement of foreign 


of action directly opposed to that-of 
Lord Salisbury. Morley has already de- 
clared that the next Gladstone adminis- 
tration will accomplish the evacuation 
of Egypt with the least possible delay. 

Letters from Gladstone to the Servian 
politician Yoromovitch, which will ap- 
pearintomorrow’s issue of the Speaker, 
are likely to cause sensation in Europe, 
as they show the. wildest possible di- 
vergence between the Liberal and pres- 
ent Conservative policy. Mr. Gladstone 
advocates the closest harmony amon 
the Balkan states, repudiates Salis- 
bury’s diplomacy, as tending |toward the 
supremacy of Bulgaria over the other 
states and adds that he feels warmly to- 
ward the lately subjected populations 
of Southwestern Europe. The last 
phrase can only apply to Austria’s tak- 
ing possession of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. The letter is interpreted to 
mean that Gladstone desires to oust the 
Austrians from Bosnia and. support the 
formation of a federation of Balkan 
states. 

The Gladstone Liberals combine to 
arrange for the future on the supposed 
certainty of their being in power by the 
autumn of 1892. The Conserva- 
tives now talk of postponing the gen- 
eral elections until the remotest legal 
period which will be April, 1893, in 
ordertoenable the government to get 
the Irish local government in working 
order.

CHINA’S REPRESENTATIVES. 
That Country Says That It is Quite Able to 

Preserve Order. 

Loxpvon, Sept. 25.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Following igs a sum- 
mary of the official Pekin cablegram 
received Monday: ‘‘Specific sums have 
been offered the treaty powers by China 
asa compensation forthe loss of life 
and property at Various places where 
the disorders oeenrred. Four leaders 
ofthe rioters have been executed-and 
twenty-one banished. live mandarins 
have been adjudged culpably remiss in 
not adopting Measures to , preserve 
order. The imperial government has 
ordered the viceroys of Chipli and Man- 
king to dispatch the northern and south- 
ern squadrons to patrol the Yang-Tse- 
Kiang and afford protection to the life 
and property of Europeans wherever 
necessary. Though rumors of further 


troubles still @xcite uneasiness in 
certain places, the government 
has no doubt of its ability to 


cope effectively with all attempts 
at breaches of the peace. Nothing is 
known respecting. reports cabled to 
Europe of an attempt to seize the Foo 
Chow arsenal, byt undoubted evidence 
ofthe activity Of secret societies has 
been obtained imother quarters. Thirty- 
five cases of foreign rifles, consigned to 
a British subject employed in the im- 
perial customs office at Chin Kiang, have 
been seized at Shanghai by the customs 
officers and the consignee arrested and 
turned over to the British authorities. 
The same man had a quantity of dyna- 
mite which, with the rifles, he con- 


féssed; was intended for the use-of-the. 


secret soci¢tyeme.  Kiang.~ Two 
other British and six other for- 
eigners of nationality doubtful, all 
residents of Shanghai, are implicated 
in the transaction, which British officials 
are investigating.”’ 

Tho cablegram concludes with a repe- 
tition that the imperial government 
has no doubt of its entire competency to 
| preserve order. 


China Much Worried by Secret Societies. 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.—Advices from 
Shanghai to the London and China Tele- 
graph state that the highest oflicials at 
Pekin and at Nankin expect the Euro- 
-pean governments to combine in a de- 
mand for redress for the outrages pér- 
petrated on foreigners in China. 
The same paper adds that the 
secret society men are also expecting 
such action upon the part of the 
powers, and that they are preparing to 
act when the right moment arrives. 
Many young men of the best Chinese 
families are connected with these se- 
cret societies. A prominent foreign 
resident of Shanghai, the same paper 
states, has been asked to send an esti- 
‘mate to Nankin for the organizing of 


troops to be disciplined and armed ac- | 
cording tothe Englishsystem. The same 


resident is also said to have been 
asked to state the terms upon which 
he can supply three fast steam cruisers, 
fully equipped to be delivered within 
three months, ‘ 

Panis, Sept. 24.—The office of the 
Mission Catholiques at Lyons has re 
ceived advices from China to the effect 
that the natives attacked three monks 
at Northern Chansi and that nothing has 
been heard from the vicar apostolic. 
Fears are entertained forthe safety of 

orphanage. 
Is It a Subterfage? 

Lonvon, Sept 25.—The Times’ Paris 
correspondent says: ‘It has become 
known that the governors of the Chi- 
nese provinces in which the riots oc- 
curred have distinctively declined to be 
held responsible therefor, and have de- 
clared itimpossible to pay the indem- 
nity. Theinference to be drawn is that 
the Chinese circular to the powers aims 
simply at delay in order to shirk the 
indemnity and therefore not. to be held 
to account by Europe.’’

A CELEBRATION. 


The Place Where the First Cross was 

Raised in Santa Cruz. 

Santa Crvz (Cal.,) Sept. 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The centennial of | 
the founding of the Mission of the Holy 
Cross on the present site, Santa Cruz, 
was celebrated today by the unveiling | 
of a granite arch, erected by popular | 
subscriptions, on the spot where the 
original padres planted the cross in 
1791. The memorial consists of a 
central arch in Gothic style nine feet 
wide, thirteen feet high, flanked by | 
pinnacles and’ surmounted by a gable 
with open spandiel work, finished at the 
apex with a cross. .On either side of 
this is a smaller arch five feet wide, 
eight feet high, having above an open 
balustrade.

A RACE FOR LIFE. 
A Settler’s Experience with a hotn: 
tain Brush Fire. 


Saved from a Terrible Death by His 
Bronco—A Wild Ride Through 
Miles of Flame—A Nar- 

row Escape. 


One of the most exciting races for life. 
that has ever been recorded in this sec- 
tion, took place inthe mountains back 
of Santa Monica early Thursday morn- 
ing. During Wednesday night a brush 
the got under headway, and by daylight 
fire whole country was in flames. 

A young settler named Wilson, who 
had built himself a cabin in the moun- 
tains, was asleep when the flames 
reached his house, and he was not awak- 
ened untilthe fire almost roasted him. 


‘When he reached the door, a_ frightful 


sight met his eyes, and he thought his 
last day had come, for flames and dense 
smoke shot up on all sides several hun- 
dred feet, and he could see no outlet 
whatever. 

The young fellow is full of courage, 
however, and he made up his mind to 
fight for his lifeas best he could. He» 
owns one of the toughest little mustangs 
in the country, and the idea occurred to 
him to mount the little horse and make 
a rush through the fire. 

He placed a wet blanket over the 
animal’s head and body, and quicker 
bright-eyed little 
bronco dashedin the flames, and for 
fully a quarter of a mile Wilson, who 
was more dead than alive, expected his 
horse to drop dead every step; but the 
little fellow, who possesses the grit of a 
fiend and the sense of ten statesmen, 
kept his pace and dashed into a clear 
spot ahead of the howling sea of mad 
flames. 

Wilson thought he was safe and at- 
tempted to slow the mustang up, but the 
horse understood the situation better 
than his master, and in spite of Wilson’s

posed. The little mustang did not es- 
cape injury and it will be several days 
before he is ableto go out for a gallop 
over his favorite mountains.

Why Not Grow Bananas? 


It is stated on scientific authority that 
an acre of bananas will support twenty- 
five times as many people as an acre of 
wheat. One thousand square feet of 
land in bananas will produce 4000 
pounds of nutritions fruit. The same 


space will produce thirty-three pounds: 


of wheat or ninety-nine pounds of 
potatoes. And, by the way, there seems 
tobe no very valid reason why the 
banana should not be acommercial prod- 
uct in Southern California. <A vreat 
many treesare Prownhere in gardens, 
mainly for ornamental purposes, and jt 
not unusual to see them _pro- 
duce fine bunches of fruit while 
the plant receives little -or no 
care, often growing in the middle 
of alawn. We donot know of a single 
earnest, well-sustained effort that any- 
body has ever made madehere to pro- 
duce the fruit in quantities. The ba- 
nana requires a rich, Warm, well-drained 
soil in some locality where it is shel- 
tered from heavy winds. If, then, it is 
given thorough cultivation, occa- 
sional irrigation, and the suckers which 
put out sonumerously around the main 
stalk are kept down, it ought to pro- 
duce large, well-matured bunches of 
fruit. Assuch bunches sell in our mar- 
ket ut from $2.50 to $4 each, there 
seems to be no reason why ,banana- 
growing, if feasible at all, should not be 


immensely profitable. | 


It requires tiwo years to mature ba- 
nanas from the first planting, but, after 
a plantation is once well started, from 


-+-one to three suckers may be allowed 


grow each year from the root of the 
main stalk, and thus a_ succession of 
crops is secured without replanting. 
The main stalk is cut away as its fruit 
is matured, giving room for its successor, 
which will produce the following year. 
Banana plants might be put out from 
twelve to fifteen feet apart, thus giving 
from 200 to 250 tothe acre. It is 
plainly to be seen that, ita man could 
secure even one hundred merchant- 
able bunches of bananas from 
am acre of land, and market 
them for $2.50 a bunch, he would have 
a handsome revenue. “And he might 
stand a chance of doubling or trebling 
thatiigure. There is one great advant- 
age which home-grown bananas enjoy: 
Those which ripen on the stalk -are 
much higher flavored than those which 
are picked in a green state and shipped 
thousands of.miles by water, ripening 
on the way, oreven after they are hung 
upin the fruit stand. To the discrim- 
inating palate, there is no comparison 
between the two.

he declared determination of At- 
tofyey-General Hart to enforce the edd 
against all incorporated companies’ or- 
ganized in other States and doing busi- 
ness in California, with the object of 
escaping the personal liability of stock- 
holders, is a measure that cannot. be 
justly criticised if it is impartially 
carried out. There are other obliga- 
tions owing by, and prohibitions im- 
posed upon corporations, which require 
enforcement. For instance, the Ari- 
zona charter of the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Railway Company does not authorize 
it to engage in any business other than 
railway building and. operating. <Any 
miinicipal franchise to that company 
could not be legal, since it is not 
organized under the laws of California. 
Andvet the proposed ordinance uses 
the language, “tothem, their successors 
or assigns." This is a pointer indicat- 
ing that the electric company expects 
to have’something to sell. If any fran- 
chise is granted to it, the principle of 
fair play dictates that a similar fran- 
chise should be granted to the Los An- 
geles Lighting Company, which other- 
wise could be driven from our streets, 
for its application for a franchise was 
rejected by the Council last spring. 
And yet the electric railway company’s 
franchise, was put through that body.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Effect of the Supreme Court Ruling in | 


the Baines-Babcock Case. 


Points of General Interest to All Stock* 
holders in  Corporations—-Lia- 
bility on Unpaid Stock 
Certificates. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in 


-the case of Baines vs. Babcock et al., 


received im this city for filing Thursday, 
is one of unusual importance, both from 
the amount and the questions involved. 
Every corporation and every stock- 
holder is deeply interested in the prin- 
ciples announced. It is generally known 
that stockholders in this State are sub- 
ject to a ‘statutory liability,’? that 
is for a proportionate amount of indebt- 
edness contracted while they are stock- 
holders. 

But the decisior just rendered goes 
far beyond this. It holds that still 
another liability exists, so long as the 
stock remains unpaid in full. 

-The decision, in brief, is that a cred- 
itor of a corporation, who has obtained 
judgment and had execution returned 
unsatisfied, may maintaih an action 
against the stockholders for the venefit 
of himself andall other creditors who 
may come in, to recover the amount re- 
maining unpaid on the stock, and have 
the amount applied in satisfaction of 
the judgment. Todo this no assessment 
or action by the corporation is neces- 
sary. Itis only essential to show a 
judgment against the corporation, re- 
turn of execution unsatisfied, and that 
the defendant is holder of shares not 
fully paid, to entitle the creditor to a 
judgment for the amount due on the 


“shares. 


In such a case the judgment and exe- 
cution are conclusive and cannot be dis- 
puted by the stockholder, and it is no 
defense to show that the stock was held 
only as agent or trustee, or for con- 
venience. The only test is, does the 
stock stand on the books of the corpora- 
tion in the name of the defendant. 

It is also decided that in this equitable 
action the creditor may sue any one or 
more of the,stockholders, from which 
it results that a creditor may recover 
the entire amount of his debt from any 
one solvent stockholder, if he owes so 
much on ‘his stock. 

It will be seen that this decision is of 


vast importance, especially in this re- 


gion, which is flooded with corporations, 
very few of which have capital stock 
paidupinfull. Theopinion was written 
by Justice de Haven and concurred in 
by the other judges. 

The counsel for the plaintiff, who has 
thus managed the case to a successful 
conclusion, is Frank W. Burnett, now of 
the firm of Burnett & Gibbon of this 
city. Among the opposing counsel were 


ex-Supreme Judge Works of San Diego | 


and Brunson, Wilson & Lamme of this 
city. The defendants, who are E. S. 
and Josephus Col- 
lett, the well-known 
onado Hotel, were sued as stockholders 
of the San Diego Street-car Company, 
now in the hands of a receiver, and the 
judgment against them amounts to 
about $40,000. |
